There ara Germin Mercedes-Benz, 
Megirus and Man vehicles, American Dodges and Fords, Italian Flats, Lancias, 
end Alfa Romeos, and Czech Praga and Skoda cars (whose number have recently 
teen increased). There are algo x few Soviet ZI8 vehicles in use in the Third Army.
